Control  That  Heat! 

If  "an  ounce  of  prevention,  is  worth ’a  pound 
of  cure,"  we  need  to  consider  the  heating  sit¬ 
uation  on  the  campus  before  the  problem  be¬ 
comes  acute.  This  year  buildings  throughout 
the  country  will  not  be  as  warm  as  previously, 
because  of  the  fuel  shortage.  We  need  to  be 
conscious  of  this  change  and  willing  t©  co¬ 
operate  during  this  time  of  national  emer¬ 
gency. 

Many  dormitory  rooms,  in  fact,  most  of 
them,  have  been  poorly  heated  in  the  past,  not 
because  of  ■  insufficient '  heat,  but  because  of 
too  much  heat.  From  a  health  standpoint,  the 
requested  adjustment  is  (desirable.  Through 
intelligent  control  of  the  situation  in  tlie  indi¬ 
vidual  ^rooms,  less  fuel  will  be  used  and  a 
more  constant  temperature  maintained,  which 
will  make  the  rooms  decidedly  more  comfor¬ 
table.  It  will  take  time  for  students  to  educate 
themselves  in  proper  heating  techniques,  but 
it  is  a  problem,  both  from  the  health  and  eco¬ 
nomics  standpoint,  that  should  be,  solved  bn 
the  campus  by  cooperation  of  all  of  the  occu-
